UPON  THE 

BILL  TO  RE. YE  IV  THE  CHARTER 

OF  THE 

Bank  of  the  U.  States, 

In  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Br  Mk.  M’KEE. 

Mr.  M’KEE— Residing,  as  I do,  in  a 
part  of  this  count! y remote  from  the  scene 
of  .bank  operations,  I had  determined  to 
ay*  nothing  on  the  subject,  contenting  mv- 
>eif  by  giving  a vote  flowing  from  the  hon- 
est corn  ictions  of  my  heart,  but  the  extra- 
ordinary manner  in  which  this  discussion 
has  been  managed  en  the  part  of  the  oppo- 
sers  of  the  bill,  li>  attempting  to  make  it  a 
party  question,  has  compelled  me  to  com- 
mence my  defence  of  the  vote  I expect  to 
give,  on  this  motion.  H i far  .,s  I know  or 
lieve.  my  suffr-  ge  in  favop  of  a renewal 
ot  the  charter  of  the  United  States  Bank 
* in  conformity  with  he  views  and  wishes 
o the  people  I havethe  honorto  represent!; 
.nd,  any  change  in  their  sentiments,  which 
might  be  eff  eted  by  the  frequent  appeals 
to  their  passions  and  prejudices  had  made 
in  the  form  of  argument,  it  becomes  my 
duty  to  correct. 

VYe  are  arrested  in  the  threshold  of  this 
discussion  by  a constitutional  objec  ion,  by 
which  it  is  alleged,  that  Congr  s-  do  not 
possess  the  power  of  renewing  this  charter 
— 1 had  thought  this  question  1 ug  since 
s.  tiled,  not.  alone  by  those  who  originally 
"ranted  the  charter,  hut  n a m d by  Mr. 
J tierson  and  the  votes  of  a i . publ  can  Con- 
g'  tss.  1 have  been  led  to  this  opinion  by  a 
recurrence  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the 
23d  of  Mai  ch  1804.  by  which  t e president 
and  directors  of  the  Bank  ot  tne  United 
States  aie  authorised  to  establish  ( dice*  of 
discount  and  deposit  in  any  of  the  territories 
or  dependencies  of  the  United  States.  A 
gentleman  has  said,  this  was  a power  pos- 
sessed originally  by  the  bank.  If  so,  top 
what  end  was  this  law  enacted  ? It  must 
either  have  been  enacted  frhm  an  opinion 
that  the  charter  could  no:,  without  this  aid, 
be  extended  to  N.  Orleans,  or  that  it  was 
proper  and  necessary  in  order  to  the  well  • 
management  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the 
country  that  this  institution  should  bt^exten- 
cKd  to  New-Orhans.  Ei  her  case  answer 
my  purpose;  for,  if  the  bank  could  not 
without  this  act  of  Congress,  establish  an 
office  of  discount  and  deposit  at  New-Or- 
Itans  (which  seems  tame  to  be  the  better 
lpinion)  then  the  passage  of  a law  extend- 
ing the  influence,  the  power  and  the  pro- 
fit of  th*  bank,  canuot  be  considered  in 
any  other  other  light  than  a tacit  and  lull 
acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Jeffer- 
son and  the  republican  Congress,  that  the 
charter  v-as  within  the  pale  of  the.  i oosti- 
tution.  For,  sir,  can  it  be  supposed,  that 
Mr.  Jefferson,  and  Congress,  who  were 
more  republican  in  18Q4  than  at  any  other 
period,  would  have  extended,  bolstered  up, 
supported  and  cherished  an  institutiou,  ori- 
ginally obtained  by  a violation  of  tbe  sacred 
charter  of  our  political  rights  ? No.  Surely, 
it  is  impossible.  And,  if,  sir,  tins  office  of 
discount  and  deposit  was  induced  to  go  to 
New-Or!eans  because  it  was  necessary  and 
proper  to  be  sent  thither  for  the  better 
management  of  the  collection  of  taxes  at 
that  port  ; this  circumstance  admits  the 
only  fact  necessary  to  be  in  proof  toestablisb 
the  power  of  Congress  to  pass  the  law. 

If,  sir.  anv  additional  proof  could  be  wan- 
ting to  shew  that  the  power  of  Congress 
underthe  constitution,  has  been  considered 
sufficient  by  this  administration,  to  authorise 
them  to  giant  the  charter  in  question,  it  is 
o tbunantl.  furnished  by  the  aci  of  Congress 
,i  the  24  h of  February,  1807,  for  the  pun- 
■'slimem  of  frauds  committed  on  the  Bauk 
of  the  United  States.  By  this  law  com- 
gress  have  subjected  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  to  capital  punishment  for 
counterfeiting  the  notes  of  the  United  States 
Bank.  Now,  if  Congress  by  the  constitut- 
tion  have  not  the  power, originally, to  grant 
this  charter,  t'  e notes  of  the  hank  were 
certainly  issue'  in  violation  of  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land,  and  Congress  had  no  pow- 
er whatsoe'er  to  pass  a Uw  making  'that 
criminal  which  was  in  itself  no  crime,  and 
Could  not  by  any  conception  whatever  be 
considered  as  a violation  of  any  law  of  the 
United  States.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  per- 
fectly paradoxical  and  absurd  to  say  that 
any  institution,  having  no  legitimate  right 
to  issue  paper,  nevertheless  has  a right  to 
the  imerpnsi'ion  f Congees-,  in  their  behalf, 
making  it  a crime  against  the  United  States 
to  counterfeit  this  paper  which  was  issued 
in  violation  of  the  supreme  law  of  the  land. 
U' der  this  act  of  Congress  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States  have  been  deprived  of 
their  liberty  as  well  as  subjected  to  heavy 
fioeS;  by  the  decisions  of  your  courts.  A 
citizen  of  Kentucky  has  been  doomed  to 
onfinement  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary- 
house  for  a violation  of  this  act  of  Congress, 
and  he  was  not  relieved  from  the  fangs  of 
the  law  by  the  President  (Mr.  Jefferson) 
How  are  these  thing  to  be  reconciled  on 
any  other  greund  then  by  admitting  the 
ci  nstitirirn.-.l  validity  of  the  original  act 
granting  the  charter?  But  it  has  been 
staled,  that  this  charier,  when  originally 
granted,  operated  in  the  nature  of  a con- 
tract ; and  tfiat  Congress  could  not  repeal 
the  act  of  a former  Congress  granting  a 
cliai  ter  ; and  hence  the  power  to  make  and 
pr  priety  of  ) assing  the  act  in  question. 
This  idea  is  altogether  fallacious,  becaiise- 
it  is  an  indispensable  requisite  to  all  con- 
tracts that  the  parties  thereto  shall  be  Me 
to  contract.  If  the  constitution  vested  no 
power  in  Congress  to  make  the  contract,  it 
was  absolutely  void  ; and  if  the  Congress 
of  1807  were  thus  impressed,  they  could 
not  and  would  not  have  passed  the  law  in 
question,  and  therefore  I infer  that  they 
considered  that  the  constitution  had  vested 
Congress  with  the  power  to  grant  the  char- 
ter. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  find  that  the  present 


Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  Mr.  Jefferson,  made  a report  in 
favor  ot  the  renewal  of  the  charter  of  the 
United  States  Ba  >k,  in  pursuance  of  a res- 
olution of  the  Senate  passed  on  the  subject 
This  report  called  forth  no  animadversions 
from  any  section  of  the  country  ; and  1 have 
ever  un<!  rstood,  that  if  this  question  had 
then  been  brought  forward,  it  would  have 
passed  by  a large  majority  of  Congress. 
These  crcumstances  have  led  me  to  sup- 
pose this  question  had  received  the  ratifi- 
cation of  every  party  and  of  every  admin- 
istration, and,  what  is  still  of  more  impor- 
tance and  higher  authority,  the  sanction 
and  confirmation  of  the  sovereign  people, 
and  therefore  considered  as  an  adjudged 
case  tested  by  experience. 

I shall  not  consume  the  time  of  the  House 
by  any  enumfcrotion  of  the  [lowers  of  Con 
gress  arising  from  the  constitution  itself, 
w ith  a view  to  prove  that  Congress  original- 
L had  the  power  to  pass  the  law  granting 
this  charter  and  still  possess  it,  because 
tliis  ground  has  already  been  occupied 
with  great  ability  and  tbe  power  of  Con- 
gress to  pass  the  bill  clearly  shewn,  and 
any  remarks  which  j might  make  would 
only  be  a repetition  of  the  arguments  of 
others.  I shall  therefore  content  myself 
by  answering  some  objections  made  to  the 
bill. 

It  is  said  the  bank  will  be  a thorn  and  a 
viper  in  the  bosom  cf  the  United  Slates 
which  will  ere  long  sting  the  political 
liberty  of  this  country  to  death.  This  is  a 
strong  charge,  and  if  it  is  found  to  be  true, 
it  must  be  conclusive  against  the  bill,  but 
let  us  examine  this  bold  assertion  by  the 
test  of  reason  and  experience — this  char- 
ter was  given  by  Congress  20  years  ago, 
since  that  time  the  constuution  and  the  po 
litical  liberties  of  this  com  try  have  been  in 
the  hands  of  our  political  opponents,  and 
are  now  in  our  hands  unim/iaircd.  The 
country  has  in  the  latter  period  been  pros- 
perous beyond  example — agriculture  has 
prospered,  commerce  has  flourished,  in- 
ternal improvements  have  iuci  eased,  the 
people  have  enjoyed  peace,  prosperity,  se- 
curity and  happiness,  in  a degree  infinitely 
superior  to  that  of  any  other  nation.  No 
deleterious  consequences  have  grown  out 
of  this  institution  affecting  the-  security  or 
liberty  ot  the  citizens  of  this  country.  It 
is  said  and  truly  too  that  ours  is  a govern- 
ment of  experiment,  none  similar  to  this  e- 
ver  having  existed  before.  Here  then  is 
the  test  of  experience  in  favor  of  this  insti- 
tution— and  why  discontinue  it  to  try  some 
devious  and  unknown  tract  ? 

But,  sir,  supp-  se  there  is  something  of 
truth  in  this  statement,  1 ask  if  .-tate  banks 
aie  not  equally  as  dangerous  to  the  politi- 
cal liberties  of  the  states,  as  tins  bank  can 
be  to  the  United  States.  And  if  the  politi- 
cal liberties  of  the  states  are  stung  to 
"death,  1 ask  where  will  you  find  the 
liberties  of  the  United  States.  1 believe 
they  will  sink  with  the  liberties  of  the 
states.  But  if  gentlemen  are  really  seri- 
ous on  this  subject,  if  they  believe  that 
banking  is  fraught  with  thorns  and  not  vvith 
roses,  and  wish  to  veturn  to  the  state  of  na- 
tive simplicity  which  existed  in  the  pure 
ages  ot  ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  1 will 
unite  with  them  as  far  as  we  have  power 
in  plucking  up  by  the  ro  .ts  this  monster, 
anil  make  a common  bonfire  of  the  char- 
ters of  every  bank  ill  the  nation.  To  do 
less  would  not  cure  the  evil  if  any  exists. 

But  it  is  said  that  this  institution  will  de- 
stroy republican  principles  and  federalise 
the  country.  This  hank,  as  1 have  alrea- 
dv  stated,  was  in  operation  in  federal  mr.es 
and,  notwithstanding  its  influence  those 
times  have  changed  ; experience,  the  best 
possible  test  of  human  affairs,  does  not  bear 
gentlemen  out  in  this  assertion.  On  ex- 
amination, we  find  that  the  states  of  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut  and  Delaware  are  the 
onlv  states  in  the  uniu"  who  are  represent 
ed  in  the  Senate  and  in  this  H'use,  exclu- 
sively by  federalists — yet  tht-re  is  not  now 
and  never  was  a branch  cf  this  bank  in  ei- 
ther of  those  states  : But  there  is  a branch 
bank  in  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  Vir- 
ginia, Maryland,  New-York  and  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  the  mother  bank  in  Pemi- 
sylvania.  The  two  first  are  exclusively 
republican  states,  and  those  parts  of  ill  the 
others  (except  Massachusetts)  where  those 
b .nks  are  seated,  are  represented  on  this 
floor  bv.  republicans ; whence  then  are 
found  the  facts  to  prove  this  assertion — or 
do  gentlemen  pursue  a recent  example,  set 
bv  a certain  great  man,  of  giving  opinions, 
when,  with  the  same  breath,  it  is  acknowl-  j 
edged  there  exists  no  facts  on  which  they 
a e founded.  j 

The  foreign  capital  employed  in  this1 
bank  is  a ground  of  great  alarm  to  some 
gentlemen.  In  answer  to  this  objection,  I , 
would  ask,  if  it  evev  lias  been,  or  if  - it  is 
now  tbe  interest  or  policy  of  tile  stales  or 
the  United  States  to  exclude  foreign  capi- 
tal tio:n  being  received  and  employed  in 
our  country  ? Do  yon  find  any  provisions 
in  the  charter  of  the  state  banks,  prohibit- 
ing foreigners  from  becoming  stockholders? 
Is  there  any  provision  m those  bills  from 
the  Senate,  establishing  half  a dozen  banks 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  prohibiting 
foreigners  from  becoming  stockholders  ? 
To  all  these  questions  you  are  compelled 
to  answer  in  tile  negative.  So  long  as  the 
profits  cf  agricultural  pursuits,  or  commer- 
cial enterprize  furnish  the  adventurer  with 
a good  profit  over  and  above  the  price  he 
has  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the  opital  em- 
ployed, just  that  long  will  he  continue  to 
employ  it  ; and  if  the  capital  is  not  found 
at  home,  application  will  be  made  for  it  a- 
bt  oad  ; and  whenever  capital  becomes  re- 
dundant at  home,  you  will  then  exclude 
foreign  capital.  Before  that  time  the  at- 
tempt would  be  unavailing — for  capital, 
like  air  or  water,  will  seek  its  level.  1 
have  thought  that  foreign  » apital  in  this 
country  would  have  had  rather  a salutary 
tendency,  inasmuch  that  it  would  interest 
men  of  influence  in  the  preservation  of  ti  e 
peace  and  perpetuity  of  the  government. — 


Mr.  Jefferson  must  have  been  thus  impress-  - 

ed  ; or  how  could  he  have  pel  milled  a sole 
of  the  bank  locks  of  the  United  States  di- 
rectly to  Englishmen — ami  he  was  cer- 
tainly not  chargeable  with  a predilection  in 
tavor  of  British  influence.  There  is  in 
England  a class  of  men  favourable  to  the 
prosperity  <.f  this  country — and  I have  ul_ 
ways  understood  that  it  is  those  alone  who 
have  interest  in  oui  funds.  Besides,  if 
this  foreign  capital  is  fraught  with  all  those 
evils  which  gentlemen  picture  to  them- 
selves, the  argument  ftolds  good  against 
state  banks,  ami  goes  to  prove  the  neces- 
sity of  their  destruction  also. 

The  gentleman  from  Maryland  (Mr, 
Wright)  lias  made  some  heavy  ch  irges 
against  the  directors  of  the  Unite  1 State** 
Bank  and  their  management.  1 had  thought 
it  Stiiversally  understood  and  admitted, 
that  the  management  of  this  great  monied 
institution  had  been  exemplarily  correct, 
and  I have  not  before  heard  ui  y tiling  of 
tbe  kind  laid  to  their  charge.  But,  even 
admitting  the  charge  to  he  true,  it  only 
proves,  what  may  I believe  be  alleged  a a] 
proved  against  every  human  institution 
dministereilby  m in,  viz  that  the  institu- 
tion, as  well  as  the  administration  thereof, 
is  imperfect.  Bat  I ask  if  the  director*  of 
three-fourths  of  the  state  banks  in  the  L. 
States  are  not  federalists — and  therefore 
why  not  put  them  down  in  mass  ? 

1 beg  leave  to  notice  an  argument  which 
h is  been  resorted  to  by  all  the  oppos.  r of 
the  bill,  when  they  have  been  told  that  the 
bank  was  both  necessary  and  proper  to  the 
convenient  and  advantageous  management 
of  the  public  revenues.  The  answer  has 
uniformly  been,  that  this  difficulty  could 
easily  be  obliterated  by  the  *,ency  of  state 
banks.  This,  sir.  is  certaily  begging  the 
question — because  an  admission  that  bank 
agency  is  necessary  to  the  collection  of 
vour  revenue,  and  proper  to  be  used  in  the 
manageroen  t of  the  monied  concerns  of 
the  government,  is  an  admission  of  tha 
only  fact  necessary  to  be  in  proof  to  shew 
conclusively  the  power  of  Cotigress  to  pass 
the  bill  in  question.  Besides,  do  not  all 
the  unhappv  consequences,  which  it  is 
said,  await  this  bank,  attend  the  depositing 
your  money  in  state  banks  ? Will  you  not 
thereby  give  a circulation  to  the  paper  of 
the  bank  where  you  make  your  deposits 
greater  than  heretofore. |und,  by  increasing 
the  circulation  of  their  paper  as  well  as  by 
aiding  them  with*  their  money  to  mako 
more  extensive  discounts,  you  increase  the 
value  of  the  slocks?  This  circumstance 
will  create  an  anxiety  with  all  the  state 
banks  to  obtain  your  deposits,  and  hence 
the  United  States,  if  they  are  so  diposed, 
can  operate  through  those  favorite  banks 
as  effectually  on  tbe  people  of  the  states 
as  they  could  by  the  United  States  B nk. 
You  have  all  the  evils  of  tne  United  States 
Bank  without  anv  of  the  advantages  ; v oil 
also  throw  into  circulation  a heterogene- 
ous mass  of  paper  that  no  bixly  knows  any 
thing  about,  issued  by  establisments  of 
whose  solvency  you  know  nothing.  Wilt 
tbe  gentlemen  from  North  Carolina,  nr  the 
members  of  Massachusetts  willingly  re- 
ceive Rjeir  per  diem  in  their  own  state  pa- 
per ? I believe  they  wotild  not — \et  tile  ef- 
fect for  using  state  banks  for  revenue  pur- 
poses will  be  to  impose  this  paper  on  t"  e 
people  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  a rule,  sir.  which  1 have  preserved 
to  myself,  in  the  management  of  the  a»- 
cerns  of  others  which  may  be  committed 
to  my  care,  in  any  character,  to  conduct 
them  in  such  a manner  as  to  produce  nn 
individual  distress  or  loss,  winch  may  not 
be  tulle  compensated- by  an  equivalent Cer- 
tain public  good  ; and  1 shall  not  relinquish 
the  i bservancc  of  this  rule  on  thisoccasio;  . 
We  are  informtd  by  various  gentlemen, 
who  are  charged  with  the  representation 
of  the  more  commercial  states,  that  great 
individual  distress  will  be  the  certain  con- 
sequence of  a refusal  to  renew  the  charter 
ot  the  United  States  Bauk;  and  that  the 
distress  will  fall  with  accumulated  weight 
on  those  who  have  poverty  and  the  fr  ;v  ns 
oi  fortune  to  struggle  wi  n is  evident  ; and 
when  1 coinmiseiaie  the  woes  felt  bv  he 
citizens  of  every  part  of  onr  country,  :.<r 
attention,  as  it  ought,  is  particularly  drawn 
to  the  losses  and  distress  which  will  b&  felt 
by  mv  immediate  constituents

It  is  a fact  frequently 
seated  in  'his  House,  and  which  stands  un- 
tsnied,  that  money  or  circulating  medium 
discarcer  in  the  United  States  at  this  time 
than  it  has  been  for  several  years  past,  o w- 
ing perhaps  to  the  unproductiveness  of 
c > mmercial  enterprise,  or,  if  you  please, 
to  tbe  natural  increase  of  population  and 
the  proportionate  increase  of  the  demand 
for  in  ney.  By  refusing  to  renew  the  char- 
ter you  throw  cut  of  circulation  one  third  ' 
of  the  money  of  the  countrv.  The  neces- 
sary and  inevitable  consequences  of  tfii* 
act  of  the  government  will  be  to  diminish 
C<  mmercial  enterprise  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, and  consequently  ship  building  and 
ship-repairing  will  be  diminished  in  a like 
proportion,  and  the  materials  for  this  ser- 
vice will  not  be  wanting.  Bv  letters  re- 
cently received  from  veiy  intelligent  mer- 
chants of  Lexington,  Kentucky , I am  in- 
formed that  6,000  tons  of  hemp  will  have 
been  raised  in  that  state  in  thi*  past  year, 
the  shipowners  are  the  consumers  ot  this 
article,  for  not  one  pound  of  it  goes  abroad, 
and  from  6 to  9000  tons  of  hemp  is  t he 
quantity  consumed  in  prosperous  times  ik 


ic  United  State*.  These  6000  tons  ofj 
-wp  together  with  what  will  be  brought  j 
to  the  market  from  other  states,  will  fur- 
nish  an  abundant  supply  for  the  present 
year,  even  admitting  it  to  be  a piosperous 
year,  By  the  refusal  to  renew  the  charter 
von  lessen  the  demand  one  third  at  least, 
and  consequently  you  diminish  the  price  of 
the  article  in  the  same  proportion.  But, 
sir,  this  is  viewing  the  consequences  arisiqf 
out  of  the  rejection  of  this  act  in  the  most 
favorable  light.  If  the  refusal  to  renew 
this  charter  should  as  some  gentlemen 
apprehend  it  will,  bankrupt  not  only  many 
individuals,  but  also  some  of  the  state 
banks,  a general  alarm  may  take  place, 
which  would  for  a time  put  an  end  to  all 
credit  and  to  all  business.  The  conse- 
quences of  such  a stale  of  things  are  much 
to  be  feared  and  much  to  be  dreaded  by 
everv  portion  of  the  community. 

h ints  been  stated  that  the  United  States 
J.  ink  can  be  dispensed  with  in  the  collec- 
tion of  your  revenue  and  in  the  manage- 
ment of  your  monied  concerns;  1 wish  to 
know  how  gentlemen  can  make  this  state- 
ment. 1 perceive  that  Geueral  Hamilton, 
the  first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  appoint- 
ed since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution, 
in  his  argument  on  the  subject,  decidedly 
declares  that  the  bank  is  necessary  for  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  and  management  of 
the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  U.  States;  and 
Mr.  GaKatin,  the  present  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  make*  substantially  the  same 
declaration  to  you  in  his  report  on  this 
subject. 

[Mr.  If  'right  observed,  that  Mr.  Galla- 
tin had  in  conversation  said  that  the  moni- 
ed concerns  of  the  government  could 
be  well  managed  without  this  Bank.]  If 
Mr  Gallatin  has'-sn  said,  he  then  says  one 
thing  and  reports  a different  thing ; and 
is  therefore  inconsistent.  But  I take  hi* 
official  report  as  the  best  evidence  of  his 
opinion;  and  these  men  having  been charg 
cd  with  the  management,  of  the  revenue 
for  many  years,  and  having  the  knowledge 
acquired  by  experience,  certainly  should 
know  what  is  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
convenient  and  well  management  of  the 
affairs  of  their  department,  and  are  there- 
fore better  authorities  on  the  subject  than 
any  member  of  this  House. 

As  to  the  remark  made  by  some  gentle- 
men that  this  is  a party  question,  1 have 
only  to  observe  that  if  federalists  do  right

•Mr.  Clay  of  Kentucky,  chained  the  at- 
tention of  the  senate,  and  of  the  crowded 
yaileries  to  a speech  of  about  an  hour  and 
twenty  minutes  continuance— abounding  in 
Strong  and  perspicuous  argument  and  in 
stubborn  facts,  pronounced  in  the  mostna 
turul  and  emphatic  manner.  Such  a dis- 
play of  forcible  oratory  1 h.»ve  never  wit- 
nessed in  a legislative  body ; and,  if  I de-

versatility  ol  judgment.  The  splendid  ef- 
fort reminded  hirfi  of  the  celebrated  ora- 
tor of  Virginia  (Patrick  Henry)  was  once 
placed — his  eminence  at  the  bar  had  load- 
ed him  with  the  must  important  causes  in 
the  state — but  his  abilities  were  not  tasked 
bevond  their  capacity.  Mr.  Henry  had 
spoken  very  ably  for  two  hours,  but  he 
mistook  the  side  of  his  client,  and  spoke 
against  it!  The  client  in  distraction,  told 
him  he  had  ruined  him  forever;  that  he 
argued  on  the  wrong  side — Fob  ! is  that 
,11?  replied  the  prompt  advocate;  be  at 
ease,  and  I’ll  set  every  thing  right.  He 
continued  his  address  to  the  court ; observ- 
ing, that  he  had  only  been  stating  what 
his  antagonist  might  alledge  ; and  so  pro 
ceeded  to  refute  all  he  had  said. — Doubtless

The  gentleman  from  Georgia,  (Mr 
Crawford)  had  expatiated  on  the  unfair- 
ness of  malting  this  a party  question.

It  was  noth- 
ing less  than  the  vast  power  of  instituting 
incorporations,  forming  select  associations 
from  the  masses  of  society;  invested  with 
privilege,  surrounded  with  immunities.  It 
was  an  exercise  of  power  that  had  created 
a south  sea  company,  a Mississippi  com 
panv.  which  had  distracted  Europe;  and 
an  East  India  company,  that  had  engros- 
sed thecommerce  of  Asia,  had  overthrown 
dynasties,  and  raised  up  new  ones;  had 
waged  war  and  negotiated  peace;  carried 
the  devastation  of  fire  and  sword  before 
them,  and  whosp  very  troops  were  not 
long  since  in  as  state  of  war  with  the  troops 
of  the  English  government.  Was  a pow- 
er like  this  to  be  enforced — extorted  from 
the  constitution,  contrary  to  its  express 
prohibition?  Gentlemen  might  as  reasona- 
bly maintain,  that  the  great  orb  of  day  in 
the  centre  of  the  planets,  was  the  satelite 
of  the  faintest  star  that  twinkled  in  the 
heavens. 

• The  eloquent  gentleman  next  passed  to 
the  subject  of  alledged  acquiesence  in  the 
constitutionality  of  the  law  of  1791.  which 
he  fully  proved  to  be  unfounded.  Did  gen 
tlemen  forget  that  they  were  not  in  West 
minster  Ball?  That,  however,  precedent 
has  weight  in  the  administration  of  laws, 
as  leading  to  an  uniformity  of  decision; 
vet.  that  in  legislation,  it  was  unknown? 

If  they  ceased  to  look  into  the  constitution 
for  its  meaning,  hut  were  to  be  regulated 
by  the  interpretations  deducible  from  sta- 
tutes, they  might  wander  so  far  from  the 
constitution  as  to  dispense  with  it  altogeth- 
er—Behold  the  lot  of  mankind  with  res- 
pect to  that  sacred  book,  which  was,  or 
ought  to  be,  the  paramount  rule  of  faith 
and  morality.  It  was  so  grossly  perverted 
by  glosses  and  comments,  that  it  gave  rise 
to  swarms  of  furious  sects,  hostile  to  each 
other,  proud  of  their  several  systems;  but 
forgetful  of  the  great  original.  This  fact 
may  warn  us  to  take  the  constitution  it- 
self for  our  guide.

A democratic  stockholder  would  at  anv 
time  ride  an  hundred  miles  to  accomplish 
such  a purpose,  while  some  federalists 
would  give  their  proxies,  but  would  hardl* 
take  the  trouble  to  walk  up  Market- 
Street  to  vote.

The  Mail  from  the  F.aftward,  yeft-rday 
furniflied  but  little  information — we  re- 
ceived no  papers  from  the  city  of  VVafh- 
iugton,  and  consequently  have  nocongref- 
alonal  detail  of  business  later  than  before 
given.  An  adjournment  of  course  took 
place  on  t lie  close  of  the  3d  i lifts nt-  We 
copy  a lid  of  the  acta  from  a Chilicothe 
paper,  and  a report  of  the  committee  to 
whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  Bank  of  theU  States, 
praying  a further  period  to  enable  it  to 
settle  its  concerns.  As  will  be  ebserved 
this  report  is  unfavourable  to  the  pray- 
er of  the  memoria  ills — a prayer  to  the 
house  ot  representatives  to  the  same  ef- 
fect, fliared  alike  late — and  the  monber, 
thus  quietly  buried  in  ‘‘  the  tomb  of  the 
Capulets,”  by  the  firmness  and  incorrupti- 
ble patriotism  of  the  true  friends  of  the 
constitution. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Clay  to  the  senate, 
is  clear  and  forcible. 

The  affairs  of  the  inftituMon  vve  learn, 
have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  three 
special  trustees , who  are  to  have  the  di- 
rection in  thtfirrt  instance,  with  17  others 
to  ait  under  them.  The  depofits  of  pub- 
lic revenue,  collection  of  Bonds,  8te.  are  to 
be  transferred  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Bank,  and  the  Farmers  and  mechan- 
ics Bank  of  Philadelphia. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  remarking,  that 
this  is  as  it  should  be.  Inftead  of  the 
revenue  of  the  United  States  going  *1- 
mod  exclulivrly  into  the  hands  of  foreign- 
ers and  Britifh  agents,  like  a torrent  pour- 
ing deduction,  it  will  now  be  dispersed 
like  the  bPlCng  of  f-uitful  fhnweti  a 
moiiRli  our  own  fanners  and  mechanics 
Our  merchants  and  the  citizens  of  Fayette 
■will  he  benrfitted  by  the  change  : for  the 
Banks  in  this  town,  and  in  Frankfort 
tra  sact  their  eastern  bufinefs  with  t.  e 
Pennsylvania  Bank.  wtiLh  being  now 
freed  from  all  dread  of  the  United  States 
Bank,  and  having  the  collection  of  one 
half  the  revenue,  of  course  will  be  ena- 
bled t'  deal  witn  more  lib  ratify  and  more 
extensively  with  their  diftam  correspon- 
dents. Those  who  have  loans  from  our 
Banks  will  very  fhordy  experience  some  of 
the  advantages  of  this  change. 

It  was  a h .rd  fought  battle,  and  obfti- 
natcly  persevered  in — the  conteft  was  not 
abandoned  until  the  termination  ot  the 
fcffion  of  Congress;  tnde.  d the  impor- 
tance ef  the  object  well  deserved  the  ef- 
fort. The  result  is  too  glorious  to  Re- 
publican principles,  and  too  honorable  to 
the  American  character  not  to  be  viewed 
hv  the  triends  to  the  confbtution  as  cause 
of  the  grratcfl  triumph.  It  will  noi  b- 
denied  t hat  all  the  Britilh  agents  and  to- 
pics. in  the  eaflern  dates,  were  arrayed  in 
support  of  he  Bank,  aided  by  a mo  le* 
corps  ot  Quids,  Quad-rao  s,  time  serving 
politicians,  &c.  &c.

America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  copies  of  the  laws  prepared  and  prin- 
ted under  the  authority  of"  An  act  pro 
viding  for  printing  and  distributing  of  such 
laws  of  the  U.  Stans  as  respect  the  public 
lands,”  paff  d the  twenty  seventh  day  of 
Anil,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  anti 
en  not  otherwise  dispofed  of,  shall  be 
distributed  in  the  manner  following,  that 
15  o say  * The  President  and  Vice  Pre 
sid-ntof  the  United  States,  the  members 
oftue  Se.  ’.te  and  Houfe  of  Representa- 
tives the  secretai  les  ofthe  state,  treasury, 
w.  and  navy  departments,  the  attorney 
geoei  al,  the  comptroller  and  register  of 
the  tr-  alury,  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
a. id  districi  courts  ot  the  Unitid  States, 
the  governors  and  judges  ot  tiie  territo- 
ries, , h<-  «u rveyor  general  of  the  United 
State  and  the  surveyor  ofthe  lands  of 
the  United  States  south  of  Tennessee, 


shall  each  receive  one  Copy,  the  clerks  in 
each  of  the  departments  of  state,  treafury 
and  war,  employed  on  land  bulincss,  five 
copies  ; the  secret  ary  of  tne  Senate,  to  be 
placed  on  his  table  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate,  five  copies  ; the  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  to  be  placed  on 
his  table  for  the  use  of  the  Houfe  of  Re- 
presentatives, ten  copies  ; two  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  shall  be  placed  in  the  libe 
ry  and  remain  there  under  the  same  regula- 
tions as  the  other  laws  of  the  U.  States; 
one  hundred  copies  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  treasury  department  for  the  use  of  the 
land  boards,  and  offices  which  may  here- 
after be  eftablished  ; and  the  remainder 
shall  be  placed  in  the  library,  and  each 
member  «f  Congress  hereafter  elected, 
shall,  so  long  as  any  remain,  exdufive  of 
the  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  before 
mentioned,  be  entitled  to  one  copy  at  the 
commencement  of  that  fession  of  Con- 
gress next  succeeding  his  election.
